The search is on for a barrister who

THE human rights group Lib- 
erty is trying to find a lawyer 
who will help the youths sus- 
pected of murdering Stephen 
lawrence to sue the Daily 
Mail.

In Birmingham. despite 
wholesale destruction of the 
famous Bull Ring, this concen 
tration of firefighting, capa bili- 
ty greatly reduced the danger 
to the rest of city. 

Yet. within hours of first 
practising this tactic, Bridle 
was summoned to the Home 
Office to face a board of 
inquiry presided over by Sir 
Arthur Dixon. the responsible 
Under-Secretary.

Telegraph and Guardian. But the sceptic 
newspapers have nearly 20 million read- 
ers a day against 12 million for Blair. 

One result for Blair, as Hugo Young, a 
euro enthusiast. pointed out in The 
Guardian, is that he iş no longer bulliable 
by the “phobosceptic" editors who be- 
lieved that he was a supplicant for their fa-
